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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The incorporation of claims 1 and 2 into claim 3, raises new issue such as claim 3 (currently amended) now 
requires removing the silicon oxide and etching the exposed silicon with the same activated species gas by moving the same nozzle and 
furthermore, previously amended claims 1-2 do not require to have the same nozzle for supplying activated species gas during the 
removal and etching steps. 

Applicants argue that the final rejection is not proper because amendment to the claims dated July 29, 2005 do not include such 
changes, which changes the scope of the invention. 

In response, examiner states that the amendment changes the scope because claims are not required scanning the surface at a 
controlled relative speed, wherein a silicon oxide film is formed on the surface is previously removed (claims 1 ,2 are amended) and also 
removing the silicon oxide and etching of the exposed silicon are no longer performed in the same vacuum chamber (as claim 4 is 
amended). 

Therefore, the final rejection is proper and maintained. 

Applicants arguments filed 1/13/06 are not commensurate with the claims because the claims are not limited that both the removing 
and etching steps are performed in the same dry etching apparatus or same chamber.
